Providers are reminded that laboratory lead testing is a covered benefit for Nevada Medicaid recipients. 

Medically necessary treatment required for lead exposure may be covered (excluding case management).  

Lead screenings may be included in a Healthy Kids (Early and Periodic Screening, Diagnostic and 

Treatment - EPSDT) visit following the Bright Futures periodicity recommendations.
